Claims 14-19 

The inventions set forth in claims 14-19 arc not 
novel and do not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 2, cited in the international search report. 
Document 2, in examples, discloses oral preparations 
containing 10 mg, 20 mg or 40 mg of a hydrochloride of a 
compound represented by formula (1) in claim 14, which are 
efficacious for treating schizophrenia (an integration 
dysfunction syndrome) and the like. 



The inventions set forth in claims 14-19 also do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 and 
2, cited in the international search report. Document 1 

discloses the fact that compounds represented by formula 
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(1) in claim 14 or pharmaceutical^ permissible salts 
thereof are efficacious for treating schizophrenia (an 
integration dysfunction syndrome) , and that in the case of 
oral administration they can be administered at 1-1000 mg, 
and preferably 5-100 mg, daily in a single dose or in 
several divided doses. Therefore, a person skilled in the 
art could easily conceive of selecting a suitable oral 
dose and number of treatments daily, considering factors 
such as the drug being used and adverse reactions, as a 
measure of the content of the active ingredient in an oral 
preparation disclosed in document 2. 
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
